I arrived safe at this Mecca for the 
afflicted. 
I find all cla s se s here, the 
rich and poor, old and young the “ lame, 
halt and blind.” 
Iii fact a sensitive 
nature must feel depressed by seeing so 
much of suffering. 
A few are brought 
on invalid chairs, many use crutches 
while still more use a cane and have 
that toll tale hitch in their walk. 
‘•Wonderful results are seen in many 
eases day by day. 
The water is intense­ 
ly salty and sulphurous and brackish. 
“ After a bath one feels as though lie 
has had a coat of tar and feathers ad­ 
ministered. Most baths are given be­ 
tween the hours of 5 and 12 o’clock. 
“ The city has a population of SOCK), 
supported in large part by tho waters. 
It is a pretty city, very quiet, very 
slow. 
There are 400 hotels and board­ 
ing costs from $7 to $36 per week. 
“ G raft” is the key note of many un­ 
scrupulous men, bleeding the public 
like a lot of infamous sharks. 
Hotel 
‘•runners’’ run the unsuspecting visitor 
into a doctor s office who 
persuades 
him that “ it is dangerous to take treat 
merit without medical advice.” 
For 
this information lie gets $5 and if the 
victim 
secures 
his 
advice for the 
course, it will cost 
him $20 more. 
Proprietors of second rate hotels and 
boarding houses all aim to rush their 
patrons to their doctor, receiving there­ 
for a rake-off of 50 per cent. 
Men are 
sometimes held nj) for from $15 to $25 
for the consultation. 
“ The bath houses are not conducted 
on business principles but on a system 
of tipping. The ‘rubber’ gets a fi e of 
25 cents for his 15 minute treatment but 
his haul, like the darkies’, is always 
open for extras. 
A man from Menomi 
nee came Saturday and was asked by 
his attendant Monday if it wasn’t ‘about 
time for a present.’ 
A man preceding 
me gave the attendant a $5 bill. 
Poor 
people can’t afford to bo held up by a 
mendicant system and are made to feel 
cheap because they simply pay for what 
they get. 
Strange that the Pullmans, 
landlords and bath houses keep up this 
infamous imposition on the traveling 
public. 
This graft abuse has brought 
Mt. Clemens into bad repute. 
The at­ 
tendance has fallen off one half this sea 
son and the town is lacing a grave prob­ 
lem. 
The papers are discussing the 
matter mo^t earnestly. 
A few seasons 
like this will bring a financial crash. 
Chicago formerly was a great source of 
supply, hut few from Chicago art; here. 
Pennsylvania heads the list with Ohio 
second.

REGARDING THE WIRING 


White Bros. Claim They Have a Grievance 


on Price of Wiring the Walverman 


Block on Front Street. 


I. U. White, of the firm of W hite 
Bros., was seen this morning by The 


D is p a t c h reporter regarding the matter 
of wiring the Walverman block which 
was brought up at the last meeting of 
the city council, the Messrs. W hite Bros, 
protesting against the charges made for 
the same, claiming that they had an­ 
other understanding with Supt. Peter­ 
son of the electric light plant. 
In the writeup of the proceedings of 
the city council T h e D i s p a t c h stated 
that the amount of the bill rendered by 
the city for the* work was $280, but the 
fact is that the I>ill was $312.21, which 
makes the protest of White Bros. even 
more justifiable. 
Mr. W Iii to stated this morning that 
when his brother, C. B. White, wont to 
Mr. Peterson to ask him for prices on 
wiring the building, he was told that it 
would bo $75. 
Mr. W hite said at the 
time that it was thought it would cost 
more, but now he claims that Mr. Pet­ 
erson said this amount was amply suf 
ticient. A short time after this Mrs. 
Koop wanted two arc lights in each 
store room in the building and Mr, 
White went to Mr. Peterson again to 
find out the cost of the wiring for these 
and he was quoted $40. 
This would 
bring tho totalfor 
wiring the build 
ing up 
to 
$115. 
When 
the 
bill 
for $312.21 was 
presented, tile White 
Bros, were surprised, and, 
believing 
the 
bill excesssive 
and 
out of all 
reason, submitted a copy of tho items in 
the bill to outsiders for estimates of the 
costs of the materials used, and received 
figures that were about $100 less than 
was charged by Supt. Peterson. 
A sa 
sample, two gross of screws were charg 
cd at $1.75 when Mr. White buys them 
himself at 41 cents. 
The wire used for 
the arc lights was charged at $49,80 
while outside figures were submitted at 
$26.40, and other items varied almost as 
much. 
In view of these exorbitant 
charges Mr. W hite felt the 
matter 
should be investigated by the council, 
hence the protest. The matter has been 
referred to the proper committee and it 
will probably be adjusted in a short 
time.
